DOES THE FEDERATION REALLY 
WANT WORLD RECOGNITION

By what strange process of reasoning has the Australian Soccer 
Federation said “No” to a request by the Federation of International Foot- 
ball Associations that matches in the qualifying section in the World Cup 
involving Australia be played in this country. 


Quite obviously, P.I.F.A., 
which the Australian Fed- 
eration hastened to rejoin, 
is bending over backwards 
in an effort to promote the 
game in Australia and to 
bring Australia into prom- 
inence as a world Soccer 
centre, 

But does the Australian 
Federation want this recog- 
nition? Not on your life! 
Instead of agreeing to the 
F.LF.A. request, it bluntly 
says, in effect, “We're not 
interested”. 

Pig's whistle we're not! 

For one thing, Australia 
is going to play in the sec- 
tion against South Africa, 
South Korea and North 
Korea, It wants all the help 
it can get, Surely the fact 
that it has been offered the 
chance of playing the 
matches on its own grounds, 
and in its own climate, is 
sufficient reason to even go 
so far as to beg that the 
matches be played here. 

Then there is the other 
reason — and it is the one 
involving the not inconsid- 
erable matter of finance.

The youngest First Diy- 
ision player in the State is 
recently appointed Daryl 
Smith to Mayfield United. 


The matches in the 
qualifying section of the 
World Cup are, usually, 
played on a home-and-away 
basis. That would mean 
that, if Australia is drawn 
against, say, South Africa, 
its team must go to South 
Africa, play its match, then 
hasten hore for the return 
fixture. If Australia won 
that series, which will be de- 
cided on a goals aggregate 
system, it would then have 
to go either to North or 
South Korea, play its match 
and then run home as fast 
as it could for the second 
match. 


But F.LF.A. is trying to 
prevent all that hastening 
thither and yon — and also 
trying to save all 
countries needless expense. 
It suggests that all the 
matches be played in Aus- 
tralia, And don’t you think 
that F.LF.A. has the idea 
of saving Australia pounds, 
shillings and pence and, at 
the same time, boosting the 
game in this country. 


But, no, the Australian 
Federation says it can’t be 
done — and do you know 
why? 

Because, says the Federa- 
tion, there will not be a 
ground available for the ser- 
ies of matches which must 
be completed by April 30,

1965, What utter nonsense! 
Good Friday, next year, will 
be on April 18 and grounds 
will be turned over, in Syd- 
ney and most other capital 
cities, to football on that 
date. There will be grounds 
available. 

The Federation also says 
that “out of season” foot- 
ball does not attract crowds 
in Sydney. That's hard to 
follow, too, because the 
trend is to play matches on 
Sydney grounds on all but 
Christmas Day. And, in any 
case, F.LP.A, is prepared to 
guarantee against loss, What 
more could be wanted than 
that?
